New Curriculum Planned 


After days of intense negotiation 
and persuasion, a task force of Nash¬ 
ville policemen and social workers 
finally coaxed Mike Goodwin out of 
his heavily barricaded Nashville resi- 
dencethis past weekend. Looking pale 
and disoriented in the unfamiliar day¬ 
light, Goodwin waved weakly to the 
assembled crowd before being 
whisked off tothe ICU of alocal hospi¬ 
tal. Inside the once fashionable Hobbs 
Road hermitage, officials reportedly 
found a strange scene: floors littered 
with old New Yorkers, European his¬ 
tory notes, Bruce Springsteen memo¬ 
rabilia, and VCRs; one room contained 
nothing but a massive stockpile of 
yogurt cartons and cans of corn, ap¬ 
parently Goodwin’s entire source of 
sustenance for the long months in 
which he has been sequestered. Sani¬ 
tation workers also reported on the 
condition of the house: “We gonna 
have to get a blowtorch after that 
bathroom,” said one, “or maybe a 
hand grenade.” 

The last public appearance of the 
reclusive Goodwin was late last De¬ 
cember when he reportedly was seen 
standing outside Mr. Gatti’s, a local

Because the directors at Harpeth 
Hall realize the importance of a well- 
rounded curriculum, a number of re¬ 
quirements will be made starting next 
year. Until all of the requirements have 
been met, no senior will be allowed to 
graduate. Some of the courses will 
include Cuban cooking, sonnet mem¬ 
orization and appreciation, and Afri¬ 
can folk-dancing.
